When the present Charter of the
Clty of Ontario was adopted its mu.
nicipal proporty consisted of Trunk
Rewor No, 1 and Trunk Sewer No. 2.

At the presont time the municlipal
property awned by the City and un-
dor Ita care for up-keep and main-
tenancnd  consints of & water asys
tom, whioh cost One Hundred Fifteen
Thousand Dollars, ($116.000), thir-
tvetwo (32) blocks of paving, cost.
Ing One Hundred Sixty Thousand
Dollars, (§160,000) two trunk sow-
ors and ten Interal! sowers which cost
Ninety-paven Thousand Five Hundred
Dollars, (§87.600), nad  other Clty
property worth Twenty-seven Thous-
and Five Hundred Dollars, (327.500),
in all the sum of Pour Hundred
Thousand Dallare, ($400,00)., The
annual revenue of (Fe City for all

purposes now smounts to approxi-
mately  Fifty Thousand Dollars,
($00,000)

To take charge of and exerclse the
eare over this  valuable munieipal
property seven citizens are selected
by the volers of the Clty, who aet
in the eapacity of Mayor and Com-
mon Coungll. No other offlcors are
olnoted who have anything to do with
the curing for the munielpal proper-
ty. Al officers to whom this pro-
perty I entrusted are appointed by
the Mavor and Council and have no
reaponsihility, except te those who
appointed them, On the other hand
the Mayor and Counell are directly
respons'hle to the people of the Clty
of Ontario for the monagement and
eare of these varled munieipal In«
torests

In order that this property, which
has beon acquired, st so much ecost,
I the citizens of the City of Ontarlo,
shnll ba properly cared for and main-
talned, engondors a vest amount of
responsibility upon the Mayor and
Counell and to discharge this re-
sponeibility necossitates the giving
ue, by those officers of a conslder-
able portion of thelr time, for which

“they recelve no compensation

Again the present Common Counell
Is about to adopt the requisition kys-
tem In the purchasing of City supplins
and the employmont of Clty labor,
which will again make & demand up-
on the time of these offlcera

It is mo more than Just that if
you hold men responaible for the
dlscharge of the obligatory duties
which you call upon them to do, that
they should recelve some small com-
pensation Ser thelr services

If this measure, obtalns, there
will be prdinance enacments defin-
Ing more elearly and closely, that
the Charter, thelr dutles, snd making
it obligatory for them to perform
the same in order Lo wsecure thelr
compensation,
